Applicant continues (top of AF submission, p. 5) by further restating the claim language, 
which does, in fact, recite a "first field", inter alia. Applicant's rationale is therefore hard to follow. Applicant feels that the use of a GUI to 
enter data is patentable subject matter. The Office notes that this is the intended purpose of a GUI, which is well known in the art. It is 
noted that the arguments presented here are substantially similar to those addressed in the Final action.
